SEEK TO CURR THEFT 
OF AUTOMOBILES SY 
OWNER'S CARD PLAN 


J. M. Saladiner, inventor of the 
machine recently displayed 
on 
the 
streets of Bryan and designed to 
spray arsenate* poison on insects which 
infest cotton plants, has written a 
pamphlet which will be ready for dis­ 
tribution in a few days, the pam­ 
phlet setting forth in detail the meth­ 
ods to be used to protect cotton from 
insect ravages. 
Mr. Saladiner has been interested 
for about twenty years in the prob­ 
lem connected with the ravages caus­ 
ed in cotton fields by insects. 
He has 
used a variety 
of 
poisons, liquid, 
gaseous, and of other sorts. 
He even 
tried the application of sticky sub- 
£tances with the idea of tangling the 
weevils up as fly-paper works. 
Hut 
he has found from experience that 
powdered poison, blown so as to reach 
the under side of the cotton leaves 
and to penetrate 
into 
the 
shucks 
about the blooms and squares, Is most 
success Tut. 
More advantageous than killing the 
weevil after he has done his work, Mr. 
Saladiner declares, is the plan of kill­ 
ing him off before he gets in his work. 
The same is true of the various types 
of worms and insects which attack 
cotton plants. 
To this end Mr. Sala­ 
diner made a study of 
the 
places 
where the insects spend the winter 
His investigations leat! him to believe 
that they inhabit the barks of trees 
and bushes during the winter, and 
that during 
the 
early spring they 
come out into the weeds along the 
fence rows and camp there until the 
cotton gets large enough to be invit­ 
ing. 
Then they invade the field from 
every side with results that the far­ 
mers of this county know only too 
well. 
The destruction of the weeds along 
the fence is a very important item in 
the prevention of 
boll 
weevil and 
boll worm attacks. The same machine 
designed by Mr. Saladiner for the 
poisoning of the weevil in the cotton 
is adapted to use against the insect 
in the weeds. 
By hoisting one wing 
high enough to clear the fence posts, 
which the construction of the machine 
makes easy, and spraying w ith Beau­ 
mont oil the weeds are killed, ann the 
lurking insects are killed also. 
Beau­ 
mont oil will kill any weevil that it 
falls on, and will drive away with its 
fumes those that are not directly hit. 
Repetition of this oil spray for the 
fence row’ during the months of May 
and June will do much to head off 
the insects at the beginning of the 
season. 
The application of the pow 
dered arsenate to the cotton plants 
twice a month, beginning with the 
appearance of the first squares, com­ 
pletes the preventive work. 
The first 
treatments w’ith arsenate should be 
applied at the rate of about three or 
four pounds per acre, increasing the 
amount up to five pounds per acre. 
Application of the poison should be 
continued until July. 
The reason oil 
must not be used against the weevil in 
the cotton is 
that 
it 
will kill the 
cotton also. 
By experiement Mr. Saladiner has 
found that it takes eighteen hours for 
the poison to kill the weevil. 
I hose 
who care to make the experim ent for 
them selves, he said 
this 
morning, 
should make a sack out of mosquito 
bar, thoroughly spray a stalk of cot­ 
ton with arsenate, getting the poison 
to the underside of the leaves, and 
then cover the plant with the mos­ 
quito bar sack and introduce the live 
weevils, 
At the end of eighteen hours 
all will be found to be dead. 
The machine invented by Mr. Sala­ 
diner has the particular advantage of 
introducing the poison from under­ 
neath, so that the under side of the 
leaves are sprayed, this being the 
especially favored 
hiding 
place of 
the insects. 
He has tried out his ma­ 
chine on his own place w ith excellent 
results. 
He said this morning that if 
any farmers des ira to try out one of 
his machines he will undertake to 
have ti few’ made, but that he will 
have to be notified at once, as he is 
not in a position to attem pt quantity 
or rapid manufacture until his patent 
papers are complete and he has or­ 
ganized a company for making them 
He said that in such introductory ma­ 
chines as local fanners might take his 
idea was not to make money, but 
merely to help out the farmers for 
next season. 
He is convinced that a 
united fight against insects for the 
next decade or so will soon reduce 
cotton peats to almost an unknown 
quantity.

“The situation is best 
summed up in the words of the presi­ 
dent of one of the country’s largest 
knitting firms: 
‘It all resolves itself 
around the question: 
Can we feed 
and clothe the world on an eight-hour 
day? Europe says not. (Germany has 
adopted a ten-hour day as the mini­ 
mum. 
U nless wT wish to he left in 
the lurch we must increase tile num­ 
ber of workers and the working day.’ 
“To be thorough, any investigation 
conducted must begin with the sheep 
raisers in the w’est, where the workers’ 
wages have doubled in tho past few 
months. 
In the loom m ills in Massa­ 
chusetts and Connecticut there has 
been one strike after another, and 
the garment makers are now paid by 
the week instead of the piece as for­ 
merly. This destroys incentive among 
the workers and w’ith more pay they 
are now turning out less raiment. 
“The manufacturer has been com­ 
pelled to pay higher wages and then 
has received in return only less pro­ 
duction, due to the labor unrest. 
Of 
course, that is his problem, but the 
cost, naturally, is passed on to the 
retailer and then to the consumer.’ 
According to the local dealers, the 
prices of men’s hats, especially, will 
soar skyward next spring. 
“From 
present indications,” said 
a 
dealer, 
“any man who objects next spring to 
paying the minimum price of $4.50 or 
$5 for a hat of the cheapest quality 
made will be forced to go bareheaded.”

San Antonio, one and one-half car 
loads of w et clothing and drygoods 
dam aged by the flood 
a t 
Corpus 
C hristi, has been received a t Camp 
T ravis to be turned over to the camp 
laundry fo r cleaning and reshipm ent 
to the m erchants a t Corpus Christi 
and more carloads of goods will be 
shipped to Camp T ravis fo r reclam a­ 
tion. 
This is interesting in itself, but it is 
also interesting because of the fact 
th a t it,' draw s attention to one of 
the greatest single achievem ents of 
the q uarterm aster corps in this coun 
try. The laundry a t Camp T ravis w as 
the largest in the world a t the tim e 
of its erection, and doubtless it re­ 
tains th a t distinction. 
It w as built to 
handle the w ashing of fo rty thous 
and men. 
But 
the 
m ost 
rem arkable thing 
about it is th a t it was built by a lieu 
tenant who had never seen the inside 
of a laundry, except as a custom er, 
prior to the tim e th a t he w as given 
the order to put up an establishm ent 
th a t would accom modate one of the 
larg est m obilization centers in the 
country. 
The young officer squared 
his shoulders, asked fo r a few’ m onths 
to study laundries and laundry m eth­ 
ods, saluted and retired to catch the 
first train for one of the larg er cities 
of the east. 
A rriving a t his 
destination, 
the 
young lieutenant entered the larg est 
laundry he could find as an employe 
and washed clothes and ironed them , 
counted them and m arked them , kept 
books and did p retty nearly every­ 
thing there w’as to be done about a 
laundry. 
In less than six m onths he 
was ready to go back to San Antonio, 
a fte r determ ining 
w hat 
equipm ent 
would be necessary fo r the plant. 
The arm y laundry w ent up as fast 
as carpenters could put board and 
tim ber together, and the electricians 
installed huge 
electric 
w ashing m a­ 
chines th a t would w ash g re at batches 
of clothes a t one tim e. 
The com­ 
panies of soldiers gathered up their 
clothes by the w’agon load and col­ 
lected them a t regim ental supply de­ 
pots w here they were hauled to the 
laundry and shoveled in like cotton 
seed into a bin. 
And yet somehow 
or other the individual got back his 
Own raim ent, clean and neat, and at 
very reasonable charge. 
The young lieutenant who did it is 
probably out of the arm y now’.

The explanation given is 
that the tropical hurricane th a t all 
but demolished Corpus Christi, pick­ 
ed the cotton absolutely clean and 
took most of the stalk also. 
Yoakum had many citizens tem por­ 
arily in Corpus Christi at the time of 
the storm, and it is feared that the 
number of Yoakum people who were 
lost will number something like twen­ 
ty-five to fifty persons. 
Damage done to the Beeville, Odem 
and Sinton communities is said to he 
as great as, or greater than, that suf­ 
fered from th** storm of 1915 that 
tore into Houston and Galveston, Mr. 
Greer reports. 
In Yoakum the -dorm did consider­ 
able damage, the precipitation of rain 
amounting to seven or eight inches. 
A large memorial window in the re­ 
cently completed Methodist church at 
that place was blowen in and a hand­ 
some *20,000 pipe organ practically 
ruined.

Heroism 
of 
Aransas 
Pass Woman Seems 
Matter of Course to 
Her—Says Men Were 
Wonderful in Giving 
First Place to Women 
and Children During 
Escape From Storm. 


San Antonio, 
September 22.—All 
night long on the second floor of the 
telephone exchange at Port Aransas 
sat a girl operator. 
The building 
swayed crazily in a hurricane wind. 
Outside the angry 
w'aves 
dashed 
against the window panes. The town 
lay in total darkness. 
W ater seeped 
in through the cracks and the half- 
demolished roof. 
Occasionally there 
was a crash. 
F irst it was the chim­ 
ney; then it was a 
window 
pane. 
Sometimes the crash was not so near. 
That meant that one of the buildings 
nearby had gone. A woman’s scream, 
the splash of an oar, excited voices of 
men, and again only the monotonous 
sound of the rain and the roaring of 
angry waves against the trembling 
building, 
The girl at the switchboard never 
wavered. 
Occasionally she pushed a 
lock of moist auburn hair back from 
her tired blue eyes. 
Then, with her 
sure, deft touch, she commenced ma­ 
nipulating the little plugs again. Each 
time she did so another resident of 
Port Aransas was warned to flee from 
his home and take to the sand dunes. 
Another life had been saved. 
The operator was 
Mrs. 
Blanche 
Prather, but residents of the town will 
always remember her as “the girl 
who saved Port Aransas.” 
At 12:30 
o’clock .Saturday night she received 
the last warning from Corpus Christi. 
After that the cable was cut by the 
wind. 
Almost anyone else but Mrs. 
Prather would have fled 
then, 
but 
her’s is one of 
those 
indomitable 
spirits that never waver when the 
straight path of duty lies clearly be­ 
fore them. 
Until morning she stay­ 
ed there. 
Residents of Port Aran­ 
sas say it was only a miracle that 
saved the building from being swept 
away during that night. 
Rufus Bain, 
a resident of Port Aransas, finally 
insisted upon her leaving. 
But not 
until she had warned every- family 
that could be reached did she consent 
to go. 
v 
She had no more than gotten out­ 
side the door when the foundation was 
swept away and the roof and sides 
crashed in. 
It was one of those m ir­ 
acles that somethimes occur in a bat­ 
tle, in an earthquake, or some other 
terrible catastrophe, and can never 
be satisfactorily explained. 
It was 
as thoughg the hand of Providence 
had reached down in some way to stay 
the fury- of the storm until the brave 
girl was saved. 
With Blanche Prather during that 
night was her mother, Mrs. C. B. 
Rogers, who could not be induced to 
leave her daughter. Today both Mrs. 
Prather and her mother reached San 
Antonio with- many other refugees 
from Port Aransas, Aransas Pass and 
Rockport. 
She did not mind talking 
about the storm, but she was too 
modest to say much of her own part 
in saving Port Aransas. 
The (tory 
was told by others. 
“ I received the first warning from 
the weather bureau Friday morning,” 
she said. “ I felt then that we were in 
danger and I began issuing warnings. 
But people did not realize it was so 
serious, and few of them left.” 
“Yes, and T told her that we both 
ought to leave,” Mrs. Rogers put in. 
“ I tried my hest to get her to leave 
the island, but she was convinced 
that she ought to stay. 
You see. she 
was the only operator there, und she 
felt that it wouldn’t be right for her 
to leave if she could be of some as­ 
sistance.” 
“ Don’t, mother,” Mrs. Prather in­ 
sisted. 
“ You know I didn’t do a 
thing but what was just my common 
duty. 
Anybody else would have done 
the same.” 
Mrs. Prather received the second 
warning Saturday morning. 
Again 
she took particular pains to notify 
the people of Port Aransas that they 
were in danger. Some laughed at her 
warnings. 
A few left. The last warn­ 
ing carne at 12:30 o’clock Saturday 
night. The wind was blowing a gale, 
and the tidal wave had begun to wash 
up over the island. 
Mrs. Prather’s 
warnings were heeded then, and the re­ 
sult was that a town th at was prac­ 
tically swept away lost less than a 
dozen lives. 
She told of babies strapped to their 
mother’s bodies that they m ight get 
them to safety. 
There was one wo­ 
man with a 2-months-old baby who 
fought her way through neck-deep 
water. 
Then, her eyes filling with 
tears, “ But I can’t say enough for 
our wonderful, brave men. 
It was 
always women and children, no m at­ 
ter how great the danger.” 
Until Monday' morning 
they 
had 
nothing to eat. 
Then, with the men, 
Mrs. Prather made her way back to 
the business part of town. 
By this 
time the waters had subsided some­ 
what. 
The only thing that could be 
found in the way’ of food was canned 
goods, and the labels had all been 
washed off.

Paris, September 23.—The memory 
of the American soldiers who fell at 
Cantigny is to 
be 
perpetuated at 
Montdidier by the establishment of a 
municipal hospital constructed from 
American Red Cross barracks. 
Over 
the entrance to 
the 
administration 
building will be an inscription read­ 
ing: 
“Gift of 
the 
American 
Red 
Cross to the Town of Montdidier. In 
Memory of the 
American 
Soldiers 
Who Fell at Cantigny.’ 
Cantigny', in the valley below Mont­ 
didier, was the first American bat­ 
tlefield in France. 
In the beginning 
of the allied advance last summer, 
the 
Americans 
captured 
Cantigny 
against tremendous odds, advancing 
further than any other troops in tak­ 
ing it. 
Many Americans lie buried on the 
hillsides about the town. The French 
country people are keeping the graves 
green, many of the families having 
“adopted” American graves. 
In the country surrounding Mont­ 
didier, the soldier-peasant is return­ 
ing to the soil. 
Crops are growing 
Where in January there were hun­ 
dreds of shell holes, dugouts and 
trenches. 
Nearly half of the devas­ 
tated fields in the district have been 
reclaimed. 
But while this has been 
going on the villages have in a large 
measure been neglected. 
Social life, 
however, is being 
rapidly 
restored. 
Churches and schools are springing 
up everywhere anti in many cases 
Red Cross barracks are sen iug for 
this purpose. 
Despite the fact that their homes 
are dark cellars and dugouts, the 
people are cheerful and never fail to 
express their gratitude and apprecia­ 
tion for what America has done for 
them.

To the Daily Eagle: 
I saw the very interesting article 
of Mr. Reason, your county agent, 
in the Eagle one day last week, which 
article I read with great care as well 
as interest. 
This article furnished a 
great deal of food for thought to the 
man who cares for his farm ing as a 
business, or for his farm as a life in­ 
vestment. 
He tells you that all the 
hill lands of this county are constant­ 
ly being washed away and becoming 
less productive every year, and will 
continue so until the soil is complete­ 
ly gone and the land absolutely worth­ 
less as agricultural lands, unless there 
is something done in tim e to save 
them. 
There is no w'ay to permanently 
benefit a depleted hillside by the ap­ 
plication of any kind of fertilizer. The 
spring rains during cultural season 
will cause a heavy' application of fer­ 
tilizer, either commercial or barnyard, 
to leach out and wash away, so you 
will get very little, if 
any, 
benefit 
from it after one season; and even in 
the one .season it is scarcely possible 
to get more than 50 per cent of the 
full value of the application. 
Say what you pleas 
about 
the 
problem of the farm , poor land is the 
problem of all farm problems with 
ninety per cent of Brazos county far­ 
mers. 
Therefore, it sifts itself dowm 
to the great problem of soil improve­ 
ment. 
The only way known to science or 
practice, as w'ell 
as 
experience, to 
make a start toward improving hill­ 
side soil, is to first put it under a 
sensible as well as a scientific sys­ 
tem of terracing. And terracing is in 
the reach of every man who owns 
the land if he goes a t it in the right 
w'ay’. 
The county agent is to be congrat­ 
ulated in procuring a Martin ditcher 
to be used on the farm s of Brazos 
county. Now as a m atter of fact, this 
one machine can not begin to touch 
the lands that are ready and waiting 
to be terraced, but, run to its full 
capacity during good weather, it will 
build more permanent terraces than 
a good team—four good mules or 
horses—and six are always better. 
Many single team farm ers say: 
“ Well, that settles it with us. 
We 
haw not sufficient teams, so we'll 
just have to let it go.” 
But w'hat is 
the m atter with joining forces as w et 
as teams with your neighbor and do 
the work right and do it much more 
rapidly? 
This is a splendid opportunity for 
community team work. 
Let each man 
in a certain community decide just 
what land and how much he wishes 
terraced this season, then send for the 
county agent and let him run the te r­ 
race lines in each farm in the com­ 
munity; then procure 
the 
machine. 
Let at least two good men stay with 
it and furnish enough teams to keep 
it running full time. 
Don’t anybody 
hold back for fear you 
will 
have 
more than your share of the work to 
do, or that your team is 
a 
little 
stronger or has to w'ork an hour or 
so longer. 
This is the day of co­ 
operation in team work for the far­ 
mers. 
So don’t figure on just how 
much you are getting out of it per­ 
sonally', but figure on the fact that 
every day that Martin ditcher is run 
to its full capacity in your commun­ 
ity it has added something like one 
thousand dollars value to the real per­ 
manent wealth of yourself and neigh­ 
bors. 
Are 
not such 
propositions 
w’orthv of your careful consideration ?

They are offering their co­ 
operation to the government and are 
endeavoring to show that the retail­ 
ers, as a whole, are doing all they 
can to keep down prices and that in 
many lines, particularly in the food 
line, the per cent profit at this time 
is smaller than at any time during or 
before the war.”

“and we are anxious that the people 
give credit where it is due, and cease 
unjust criticism; for a fair investiga­ 
tion will show in many cases, the re­ 
tailers themselves are victims of the 
high prices prevailing.

BAD EVIDENCE SWEET 


POTATDESGROW HERE 


County Agent Says Cur­ 
ing House Needed to 
Care for Coming In­ 
dustry 
i n 
Brazos 
County—Thinks Rais­ 
ing New Crop Beats 
Putting up Derrick 
for Oil Well. 


By C. L. Benson. 
Nobody is claiming 
that 
Brazos 
county is the best sweet potato coun­ 
try in the world, and yet that sweet 
potatoes can be grown here, and seem­ 
ingly abundantly, is attested by the 
fact that an old negro woman raised in 
her back yard in Bryan, Brazos coun­ 
ty, Texas, sweet potatoes one of which 
tipped the beam at a little better than 
twenty-six pounds. 
Of course a po­ 
tato of such dimensions is too large 
for a young married couple to tackle 
in making a slice pie, but there are 
methods by which the size of such 
potatoes could be sacrificed for num­ 
bers. 
Think of a 26 pound tuber and then 
mutiply this number 
by 
five, six, 
seven and one-half, ten or any of the 
prevailing prices paid by the consum­ 
er in Bryan. 
Great 
Scott! 
Why 
spend money for a costly well derrick 
and risk the uncertainties of a gush­ 
er? Raise potatoes. 
“The life of the 
husbandman—a life fed by the bounty 
of earth and sweetened by the airs of 
heaven.” 
On September 17 press reports stat­ 
ed that the farm er was receiving on 
an average $1.40 a bushel for his po­ 
tatoes while the consumer was paying 
at the rate of $3.00 a bushel. 
(Of 
course, no “profiteering,” Brother Mc- 
Kinsey, but a m ighty thick spread 
somewhere). 
Why not have a potato 
curing house in Bryan where the far­ 
mer could sell, or store, his sweet 
potatoes to best advantage, where the 
consumer could, perhaps, eat his pota­ 
to pie at less cost, and the business 
interests be greatly 
benefitted 
by 
keeping at home the great volume of 
money now being spent in Colorado, 
New Jersey and other states for can­ 
ned sweet potatoes ? 
Scientific investigation, diversifica­ 
tion, and m arketing have done much 
in recent years toward the enlarge­ 
ment and extension of many farm 
crops formerly of little commercial 
importance. 
Among these might be 
mentioned the peanut, the cotton seed 
and the sweet potato. 
The farm value of the sweet pota­ 
to, which has doubled in the last ten 
years, has increased more rapidly 
than the acreage and production. This 
may be accounted for, largely, in the 
adoption by the growers of improved 
methods of storing and handling. 
In 1917 the sweet potato crop had 
j an acreage of 953,000 acres with a 
production 
of 
87,141,000 
bushels, 
valued at $96,121,000. 
Thus it may 
be seen that the average yield for 
1917 was a little less than one hun­ 
dred bushels per acre. 
Maximum 
yields, however, sometimes run into 
hundreds of bushels. 
Several east Texas 
towns 
have 
come into prominence during the last 
few years because of the presence 
and service of their 
potato 
curing 
houses, 
through 
which 
immense 
volumes of business have been trans­ 
acted. 
Here at these curing plants 
the farmers have the option of eith­ 
er selling their sweet potatoes at dig­ 
ging time at prevailing m arket prices, 
or for a small charge they may store 
and wait for better prices, which they 
usually get. 
Again, so satisfactory 
have these curing plants proved to 
be that already the warehouse re­ 
ceipts have become dependable and 
negotiable paper.

NOT FULLY REALIZED 


End of War Merely Op- 
ens New Fields of 
Home Service for Aid 
of Soldiers and Others 
Needing Assistance— 
Special 
Committees 
Appointed to Help in 
Great Work. 


Th® local Red Cross is accomplish­ 
ing a far greater work than the peo­ 
ple in general realize, according to 
those who have been brought into 
close touch with its operations. Every 
day in the week the office 
of 
the 
chapter secretary is a busy place, and 
many times there are more calls for 
information and assistance than can 
he attended to during the day. 
The 
office is open from IO to 12 u. in., 
and from 2 to 5 p. rn., and the secre­ 
tary is forced to do the record and 
publicity work of the Red Cross after 
office hours. 
“Those who have the idea that the 
work of the Red Cross ended when 
the armistice was signed,” said a Red 
Cross worker today, “should make a 
visit to the busy local office and see 
for themselves the service that is 
being given.” Adjustment of delay­ 
ed 
allotments 
and 
compensation, 
transferring of war risk insurance, 
securing of Liberty bonds, searching 
for lost property, locating soldiers 
who have failed to report their dis­ 
charge to proper authorities, “home 
service” information and assistance to 
returned soldiers and their families, 
and many other acts of sympathetic 
and helpful sendee are given daily by 
the local office. 
The presence in Bryan of many dis­ 
abled soldiers who are taking voca­ 
tional training at A. and M, college 
brings added responsibility and op­ 
portunity to the local 
Red 
Cross. 
More than half of these soldiers are 
married and with their families live 
in the town of Bryan or between 
Bryan and College Station. 
“ It is the duty of the Red Cross,” 
said Mrs. A. J. Buchanan, the local 
secretary, in discussing 
the 
matter 
this morning, “ to look out for the 
welfare of these men and their fam i­ 
lies. 
They do not need money. 
But 
they do need friends and acquain­ 
tances to help and encourage them in 
the new life they are taking up; and 
it is a new life, for many of them 
can never again follow the line of 
work in which they were engaged 
when they answered their country’s 
call. 
“ Some have lost their good right arm. 
some a limb, while some suffer from 
the result of the deadly gas that is 
worse than death, and all of them 
are, in a degree, broken in body and 
spirit as they begin their life work 
all over again. 
The Red Cross puts 
its arm around them and in every way 
possible strives to lift and cheer them 
and their loved ones in the trying 
times through which they are now 
passing.” 
It is understood that committees 
have been specially appointed to look 
after the character of work referred 
to by Mrs. Buchanan. Both the Bryan 
chapter*, and the 
College

branch are represented on these com­ 
mittees.
